Washington—The United States gov- 


ernment is prepared to make a real 
sacrifice in cutting: down its auxiliary 
naval craft. Ambassador Hugh Gib- 
son, chairman of the American delega-

•which opens at Geneva, Switzerland, 
on Monday, has been instructed in his 
first statement to indicate the far 
reaching: character of America's pro- 
posal to reduce naval armament. 


Just as Secretary Hughes In the au- 


tumn of 1921 startled the world by his 
announcement of what the United 
States was willing to do in 
limiting 


construction of battleships, so today 
America is ready to lay all the cards 
on the table face up and accept a re- 
duction in the tonnage of cruisers.' 
submarines and auxiliary craft gener- 
ally. 


Informal exchanges of views be- 


tween London, "Washington and To- 
kio have been going on for several 
weeks so that the American proposal 
will not come altogether as a surprise. 
The British and Japanese are known 
to be willing to make cuts in existing 
naval strength and to limit the num- 
ber of new vessels but the exact for- 
mula for limitation is not yet a mat- 
ter of agreement. There are high hopes 
here, however, that the British and 
Japanese will concur with the view 
point of the United States-or tha 


_,America will be able without difficul 
~W to accept such changes as Britain 


anu Japan may offer. ~ ^ 


,EXPECT GOOD RESULTS 


Confidence that some tangible re- 


sults will be obtained prevails here be 
cause it is realized that neither Japan 
nor Great Britain would have accepted 
invitations to the conference unless 
there were known to be in advanc 
some basis for mutual agreement. 


While the forthcoming confereno 


differs in many respects from tha 
held in "Washington six years ago it J; 
an open question whether the absenci 
of the French and Italians may permi 
in the end a better procedure • this 
time. The difficulty in 1921 was tha 
the three big naval powers made thei 
informal agreement in advance as 1i 
how the conference should be conduct 
ed and an effort was made in the open 
ing conferences to bring Great Britain 
Japan and the United States into con 
cord without worrying about th< 
French and Italian. There was a feel 
ing among the latter two that the\ 
had not been consulted 
sufficiently 


whereas the truth was the American 
delegates realized an agreement be 
tween the three big powers was esscn 
tial before the ratio of naval strength 
suggested for France and Italy coul 
be worked out. 


DEPENDS ON 3 POWERS 


This year, when the three big pow- 


ers have reached an agreement. the> 
will not be bound by any views of the 
French and Italians because the latter 
have declined to be represented offi- 
cially. It expected, however, that «ver> 
effort will be made to keep Paris and 
Rome informed so that when the three 
powers have reached an agreement 
the inclinations of France and Ttah 
•nil! be to go along •with the relative 
strength which the conference will in- 
dicate should be followed 
by other 


powers. In other words, the hope is 
that France and Italy will not em- 
bark on any program which will up- 
set the equilibrium as between Great 
Britain. Japan and the United State.*:. 


It has been suggested that there 


may be a conditional clause in the 
three-power agreement requiring fur- 
ther conference and revision in the 
event that France or Italy should un- 
dertake a- construction proeram -which 
•would require Great Britain to eonsid 
er seriously an enlargement of the 
number of her smaller naval vessels. 
The three-powers do not feel there- 
fore that the explicit concurrence by 
France or Italy is at this time essen- 
tial. «ven though to be sure diplomacy 
•will attempt to persuade France and 
Italy to help along the movement for 
world peace by reducing as -well as 
limiting naval armament.

perior court, lias been disbarred 
as a practicing attorney in Wis- 
consin, the state supreme court 
announced Monday. 


His disbarment came as a result 


of hearings conducted by the court 
investigating charges that the 
former judge borrowed money 
from alleged bootleggers. Under 
the court's ruling, he cannot make 
application for reinstatement 
to 


the state bar until five years have 
elapsed. 


The Dane County Bar associa- 


tion's grievance committee first 
started action against Mr. Stolen 
at a series of John Doe hearings, 
at which it was revealed that the 
Superior 
judge 
had 
borrowed 


money from bootleggers on whom 
he was later to pass judgment. 


Mr. Stolen did not deny 
the 


loans, but contended that they in 
no way affected his judgment 
against the bootleggers when they 
were brought before him. When 
the case was taken to the supreme 
court by the grievance committee 
Mr. Stolen resigned as judge, but 
'the disbarment 
proceedings did 


not end.

three-po.wer naval conference, which 
opens Monday, is to complete the work 
of limitation of naval strength begun 
at the five-power conference in Wash- 
ington. There a treaty was signed in 
1922 limiting the tonnage of battle- 
ships for the United States, Great Bri- 
tain, Japan,, France and Italy, limiting 
also the total' tonnage of air-craft car- 
rlers,and limiting'the size of individual 
cruisers to ten thousand 
tons. The 


Washington treaty laid down the now 
famous ratio of 5-5-3 and resulted in 
the scrapping of a large number of 
battleships. 


'By the treaty, Great Britain was 


permitted to have a total' battleship 
tonnage of 525,000 tons, the United 
States the same tonnage, Japan. 315- 
000, and France and Italy each 175.000 
tons. The giving to France and Italy 
of a lower ratio than to the others 
caused • in later years considerable 
criticism, especially in France, where 
it was openly stated that France could 
never accept a similar ratio for auxil- 
iary craft, destroyers and submarines, 
which are to be treated at tomorrow's 
conference.

against Miss Morse's sister, Mrs. 
Grace Dey. her husband Elmer and 
their son Robert. 
Officials said the 


first plan was abandoned because of 
the death of Mrs. MUTSC two months 
ago and because the daughter felt her 
father would not live much longer. 


The police believe thit Miss Morse 


feared her father estate, crtimated at 
more than $100.000. would re left to 
her sister and brother-in-law. 


Morse characterized the allc&ed plot 


as a "frame up. pure and simple." "It 
is utterly ridiculous." said the accu«cd 
woman. "The story must have con.e ] 
from the imagiantion of my maid."

Claire Dieter, 19. Clintonville, died

Dieter's skull was fractured, both 


legs were broken in two places, his 
chest was smashed and his body was 
cut and bruised. 


Tellock has a bad fracture of the 


arm, a dislocated elbow, abrasions and 
bruises about the body and face and 
a possible fracture of the spine. The 
attending physician stated that it was 
impossible to determine whether the 
spine was fractured until X-ray pic- 
tures taken Sunday night had been 
developed. Tellock. has a chance to 
recover. 


Lang, the pilot of the plane, escaped 


with the least serious injuries, receiv- 
ing only severe cuts and bruises about 
the body and head. 


Dieter is a graduate of Clintonville 


high school, and was employed at the 
Four Wheel Drive Auto company in 
Clintonville as a time-keeper. Tellock 
5s an employee at the Auto Service 
Sales company in Clintonville. 


Tellock and Dieter were members 


of a party of six young men who 
drove from Clintonville to Marion 
to ride In the plane. Other members 
of the party were James Kuester, 
Ivan Stitchman, Ray Abrahamson 
and Urban Pieper. 


Lang's plane was a new machine, 


which he had. been operating .only a 
short^ time. Langr-only recehtly'learn- 
ed to'-fiy. '"After'tKe"'accident he is re: 
ported to have told the attending phy- 
sician that he lost control of the plane 
and could not make a good landing. 


MOTOR QUIT RUNNING 


Dieter and Tellock entered the plane 


about 5:15 and went into the air with 
Lang who had been taking up passen- 
gers all afternoon from a field on the 
Henry Hehman farm about two miles 
east of Marion. They were in the air 
10 or 15 minutes when the motor be- 
came quiet and the plane started to 
come down. When it was about 150 
feet from the ground, it turned into 
nose dive and crashed. The 
plane 


landed in a field on the Fred Lisckow 
property just inside the Marion vil- 
lage limits, about a mile and a half 
from the field where the ride started. 


The three young men were taken to 


a doctor's office in Marion where first 
aid was given and they were placed on 
a train for Appleton and arrived here 
about 8 o'clock. Dieter died half an 
houMater. 


Dieter is survived by his parents, 


Mr. and Mrs. George Dieter, Clinton- 
ville, one sister, Lucille. Clintonville. 
and one brother, George who is in the 
United States navy. 


Funeral services will be held at 2 


o'clock Wednesday afternoon from the 
icrne in the village with. the Rev.

Pres. John Bascom, one of the early 
executives of the University of Wis- 
consin, Robert 
M. LaFollette, Sr., 


governor, senator, and candidate for 
president, would probably not have 
received a degree from the University 
of Wisconsin. 


Such is the story told Rasmus B. 


Anderson, oldest living professor of 
the university. 


Degrees were not granted in com- 


mittees in the 70's when LaFollette 
went to the university as they are to- 
day. 
The entire faculty membership 


gathered in one room and voted on 
whether or not this or that senior 
was to be granted h:s degree. 
The 


president presided 
over the .assem- 


blage and cast the deciding vote in 
case of a tie. 


Robert LaFollette, at that time, ac- 


cording to Mr. Anderson, his ancient 
history teacher, was one of the most 
popular students on the campus. He 
was editor of the university "Press," 
the official student publication; was 
the winner of the first prize in the 
intercollegiate contest, and in addi- 
tion to his activities, aided in the 
support of his widowed mother. 


"I think the university had its first 


real large turnout in honor of "Bob" 
LaFollette when he returned from In- 
dianapolis, where he 
won the first 


prize," Mr. Anderson said.

one in town met him at the train and

This flsh 
weighed seventeen pounds. From five 
to ten pound specimens are common. I 
personally saw several that weighed 
up to eight and nine pounds at dif- 
ferent times while at the "Soo". 


We had some wonderful sport there, 


although my biggest fish weighed only 
six pounds. I took him on a number 
6 Durhom Ranger fly. Shortly after 
I landed this fellow, I watched a doc- 
tor from Peoria fight and subdue one 
that later pulled the scale down to 
nine pounds. 
All told. I saw the 


finest trout brought In to the landing 
that I have ever had the pleasure of 
seeing, and they were al} taken on flies, 
with fly rod. 
The fishing is good all the season, 


but the largest Rainbows are taken 
after about Aug. 1, during their Fall 
run. At the same time one can wade 
around the lower end of the island 
and take plenty of what 
we here 


would call extremely large Speckled 
trout, and they take the same pat- 
terns of *lies that we get them oa in 
most of the streams of Wisconsin. 
They are 
considered small at 
the 


"Soo" if they 
weigh less than 
a 


pound.

A VICIOUS BILL KILLED 


We can thank the legislature for at 


least one thing and that is for its defeat 
of the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to provide for the initiative and ref- 
erendum, one of the pet projects of super- 
progress. The constitution of Wisconsin 
provides that before an amendment can 
be incorporated, it must be passed by two 
successive legislatures and then sub- 
mitted to ratification by the people. The 
proposal was passed by the legislature of 


1925 and had passed the house in the pres- 
ent session. It failed, however, to get 
through the senate by an adverse vote of 
16 to 9. 


As a politcal theory it makes a plaus- 


ible appeal to the emotions, but not to 
reason. The best results in legislation 
have invariably come from the represent- 
ative system. Mass action is not only un- 
reliable and poorly considered, but it is 
apt to be incompetent and impulsive. We 
seeienough of it in the weakness of pop- 
ular judgment in electing minor and 
sometimes important public officials, in 
the indifference to the responsibilities of 
elections, etc. 


The initiative and referendum is one of 


the myths for bringing government closer 
to the people. It is one of the fallacious" 


• devices for a nearer approach to absolute 
democracy. It does not. however, work 
out in practice in a representative 
government, or in any other government. 
The people need competent representa- 
tives to legislate for them and administer 
their governments, just as numerous 
stockholders in a large corporation re- 
quire the same kind of representation in 
the conduct of a successful business. 


Wisconsin is to be congratulated on 


hcving escaped this unwise experiment. 


u. s. INTERVENTION 


Despite the unfavorable criticism of in- 


tervention in the Xicaraguan situation, 
action by the United States did bring 
peace and order, the guaranty of a fair 
presidential election in 1928 and ended a 
reign of butchery under the guise of mil- 
itary operations. Thus, whatever politi- 
cal significance is ascribed to our inter- 
vention the humanitarian angle should 
not be overlooked—the service which was 
done an unfortunate people, sick of blood- 
shed and destruction and anxious to bet- 
ter themselves by going back lo work. 


It is significant, too. to find, in perus- 


ing the report of Colonel Henry L. Stini- 
son. personal representative of President 
Coolidge. that the people of Nicaragua in j 
general welcomed intervention and that 
its most enthusiastic advocate. toward the 
end. was General Moncada. the liberal 
commander in chief, who had carried the 
burden of the anti-Diaz offensive.

iact. the only liberals who balked at it 
were Dr. Sacasa and his civil advisers, 
who were never seen at the front.

RUSSIA'S DOUBLE CODE 


Russia has just executed two alleged 


Polish spies. It is all right for her to en- 
gage in persecution, assassination and 
massacre, but it is all wrong for any other 
nation to commit these crimes. It is all 
right for her to engage in conspiracies 
and propaganda against other nations and 
to overthrow their governments, but it 
is all wrong for other nations to desire 
an end of bolshevism and for individuals 
to work against it. In other words, the 
excesses practiced by the soviet have a 
moral justification, and the 
efforts of 


other 
nations to protect themselves 


against soviet intrigue is an unwarranted 
assertion of sovereign power. 


Everyone knows what would happen 


to an individual or official who violated 
the laws and privileges of asylum in Rus- 
sia. He would either be executed, thrown 
into prison or expelled. 
But commun- 


ist agitators and conspirators are sup- 
posed to be entitled to a free rein to carry 
on their nefarious business in other lands, 
even to the extent of plotting revolutions. 


Xo wonder the soviet is embittered by 


the repulses it has received in China aiu! 
by its summary treatment in England. 
And now to cap the climax the League of 
Nations, through German}-, has notified 
Russia that her propaganda and intrigues 
must stop. Incidentally the United States 
might send a separate note protesting 
against the wholesale execution of politi- 
cal prisoners by Russia in return for the 
communists' complaint against the sen- 
tencing to death of Sacco and Vanzetti. 


ECONOMIC PRESSURE 


"Bankrupt because of the suspension 


of foreign business, and without employ- 
ment for its workers," said a recent dis- 
patch from China, "Hankow is hard press- 
ed and is depending on communistic prop- 
aganda in the fight against Chiang." The 
quotation is illuminating, and probably 
represents in a general way the whole 
Chinese situation as well as the 
local 


situation at Hankow. 
The radical Chi- 


nese drove out the British who had a big 
concession there, with important indus- 
tries and mercantile houses, employing 
large numbers of natives. With the for- 
eign capitalists gone, the natives find it 
impossible to make a living. In yielding 
to racial prejudices, they got into eco- 
nomic troubles, but who shall say that in 
the end it will be worth the price? 


As matters stand, only by a further 


appeal to passion, inspired by Russian 
meddlers, is it possible to arouse the na- 
tives now to carry on the fight. 
War 


cannot be carried on very long on that 
basis. The natives must live, somehow. 
They cannot live on the hatred of for- 
eigners and destruction of foreign bus- 
iness men and they cannot live on Mos- 
cow's propaganda. 
Economic necessity, 


which is. after all, the determining factor 
of most wars, will probably bring a dif- 
ferent situation there sooner or later. 
They will drop bolshevism because they 
cannot make a living by it. and they will 
tolerate foreign brains and foreign capi- 
tal because they can make a better living 
that wav.

AMAZING CLAIMS FOR FRANCIS 


BACON 


Everybdoy knows that some peo- 


ple believe Bacon wrote Shakspere. It 
is not so well known that there are a 
few who believe he wrote practically 
everything else of the Elizabethan 
era. that he was even in part respon- 
iible for the beautiful English of the 
King James Bible. 


The most amazing book I have 


read recently is on this subject. It is 
called 
"Sir 
Francis 
Bacon, Poet, 


Philosopher, 
Statesman, 
Lawyer, 


Wit." It is by Parker Woodward, 
and the title page shows that it was 
published as recently as- 1920. 


The book is so amazing because 


it takes for granted that there is no 
doubt about Bacon's authorship of 
Shaksperevlt does not argue. It mere- 
ly states what purport to be facts. 
The author tells about Bacon's auth- 
orship of Shakspere and nearly every- 
body else of that time just as if a 
well informed American should say.' 
Abraham Lincoln was the author of 
the Gettysburg address." He makes 
Ins statements with the assurance of 
one who feels that it is not possible 
to disbelieve them. 


So far as I can make out, the on- 


ly one of the major or minor writers 
of the Elizabethan era whose "works 
were not written by Bacon was Ben 
Jensen. No reason is given why Jen- 
sen was expected, but we are left to 
assume that Jensen wrote his own 
plays. That leaves just two writers 
in Elizabeth's reign—Bacon and Jen- 
sen. 


Here is a partial list of the writers 


whom Bacon is supposed to have us- 
ed to hide behind whose works he 
is supposed to have written: Shaks- 
ptre, Marlowe, Enmund Spenser. Bur- 
ton. ("Anatomy of Melancholy"), Lyly 
("Euphues

England"), 
Peele. 


Lodge. Greene. 
Watson. 
Gosson. 


Rich. Masha. Whitney. Bright. Web- 
be, Peachem, Moreover, he published 
books under such nom de plumes as 
"iniment-:," 
"Kyd." "Anonymous." 


"Ignote." Parker Woodward seems 
to have been afraid that a scrap of 
writing of the Elibagethan age might 
be atttributed to some one else and 
so claims all the stuff that had no 
known author for Bacon. 


More astonishing than all that is 


the claim that 
Cervantes did not 


write "Don Quixote' but that it was 
th«- work of Bacon. It is advanced 
with all possible assurance that Bac- 
on wrote the great Spanish classic m 
Knglish. had it translated into Span- 
ish, arranges with Cervantes, a com- 
paratively ignorant Spanish 
soldier, 


to pose as .lutJior. and then had >t 
translated back into English. I know 


of no claim more remarkable than 
that. 


Almost as astonishing, next to the 


claim that 
Bacon 
wrote 
Shaks- 


pere, is the statement, 
made with 


complete assurance, that he was the 
author of "The Fairie Queene." Any- 
one who has tried it knows that it 
takes nearly a. lifetime merely to 
read it. Sacon is supposed to have 
written it when he was a compara- 
tively young fellow, doing it on the 
side while he was engaged in all sorts 
took up most of his time. He arrang- 
of political and personal affairs that 
ed with a dullard named Edmund 
Spenser to pose as the author, Spenser 
thereupon was shipped to 
Ireland 


where he lived the rest of his hfu 
and where he died. 


At one point in the book it almost 


looks as if Woodward would like to 
claim that Bacon wrote th; King 
James version of the Bible, but he 
contents himself with saying that it 
is almost certain that he corrected 
the work of the translators and is 
hence responsible for the graces of 
language of that work of ait. 


Bacon, did not die in 1636, as we 


have been told in history for three 
centuries. In that year he got sick 
of public life and wanted to retire to 
an incognito existence. So he took a 
powder that made him appear dead, 
had himself 
"buried." rose 
again, 


went to Holland' and lived there un- 
der another name for ten of fifteen 
years. 


And it was all done, all the de- 


ception in authorship, because 
he 


was the son of Queen Elizabeth by a 
iccrct marriage. Ho expected to be 
king of England and so of course 
could not afford to be known as a 
mere writer. He therefore hired more 
nobodies like Shakspere and Marlowe 
to father his works for him. 


I have no objection if anyone 


wishes to believe all that. There are 
still people who believe that 
the 


earth is flat and that the sun is only 
12 miles away from us.

. Merit System of That City Is 


Explained at Municipalities 
Meeting 


•Shcboyean—W)—The merit s-ystcm 
under which Kcnosha's police depart- 
ment operates with special emphasis 
upon "shooting straight" was explain- 
ed before the annual meeting of the 
League of Wisconsin Municipalities 
Thursday by C. M. Oiborn, city man- 
ager. 


Skill in 
marksmanship, developed 


through semi-monthiy practices, puts 
"the fear of tho law" in criminals, he 
said, and also places the force on a 
far 
moie efficient basis. 
The plan 


also provides extra remuneration for 
special attention to duty. 


Kenosha adopted the plan in Dec- 


ember 1926 and was retroactive for 
the year 1926 and at the first meeting 
of the Merit Board in 1927. thirty- 
eight points of merit were earned by 
twenfy men. 


As an aid to the officers in self- 


improvement, the City 
of Kenosha 


has> enlisted the sci vices o fthe Ex- 
t*>nsion Bureau of the Univcr&itv of 
"Wisconsin, whereby Prof. A. G. Bar- 
ry is to give a series of eighteen lec- 
tures on police problems.

Our records show 
that the average policeman at the 
time of his appointment has had an 
eduction or schooling 
equivalent to 


to the 8th grade requirements. 
In 


other words, the average applicant 
for position in the Police Department 
has the education of a 
thirteen or 


fourteen year old person. After they 
become members oC the Department 
.there is little incentive for self-im- 
provement If we have better educat- 
ed men as officers, we will get more 
intelligent enforcement of the law. We 
•will better able to cope wih the high- 
ly specialized criminal and will be 
able to give a better service to the 
Community."

fear." 


A baby is born into this world with- 


out knowine what fear moans. 
It is 


not there and it will not he until it is 
put there. 


And when we think th.it back of 


most failure, back 01* much ill health 
anil unhappmess is fear in one of its 
forms, docs it not seem preposterous 
that we make so little effort to pre- 
vent it? We play a child with vac- 
cines and serums and all sorts of pro- 
ventative treatment to keep his body 
healthy—yet we aie criminally care- 
less about allowing: things to happen 
that make a soul-sick coward of him 
forever. 


You ask how he can be frijrhtened 


when he docs not know what it means. 
The development of a little 
child's 


mind must necessarily be difficult of 
analysis at the beginning. 


His first knowledge is gained by in- 


tinct, a lot of it is gained by pure 
mimicry, and his own sensation 
of 


any gesture he copies. Then comes 


a psychological word called "appercep- 
tion." which translated 
means "to 


see through to." lie •interprets- any 
:iew Knowledge gained in terms of 
what he already knows. 


He hears a crash! 
lie 
scioam%- 


with fear. Ho s>ccs a big dog! 
He 


runs hysterically to his mother. Why 
did he not scream or run when ho \\ns 
a year or two old? Because bcfoie th.it 
time, he had not observed consterna- 
tion on someone's 
face when there 


was a loud noise. Because thete had 
been no suggestion before that fiom 
other children or his parents of dan- 
ger cominc from a dog. 


If you do not want your child to be 


a coward, never punish him by shut- 
ting him in a dark closet: absolutely 
never, never hold over his head the 
rag man, the policeman, a witch, or a 
bugaboo of any sort. Never tell him 
a story that has in it tho elements of 
grotcsqueness or disaster, malicious- 
ness or crime. 


Xever let a. child see fear on your 


face. 
Show him that fire will burn 


and teach him ordinary caution. 
But 


not through fear. And never let him 
hear you say, "I'm afraid!" as \\c are 
apt to do when we are actually afraid 
of nothing at all. Tho child's subcon- 
scious mind seizes and holds things 
tliat his conscious mind may forget. 


Subconscious minds are not to be 


fooled with. They have a direct bear- 
ing on mental and physical health. 
We should watch what we put there.

' DESSERT may be as simple or 


as elaborate as one ctes'.res, but 
a rich dessert shou!d never be 


:cr\ed after n heavy meal. Desserts 
need not be a burden if they are pre- 
pared well in advance. If they 
are 


made early in the day or even the day 
jefoie the'housewives may go 
out 


ppins or may take tea with friends 


vithout worry about the dinner. 


Desserts should always be served at- 
ractively in fancy dishes or platters, 
ind when practical, a doily should be 
ilaced underneath. Candied or mara- 
schino cherries, nuts, and jelly, or 
vhippcd cteam pressed through a pas- 
ry tube, may be used as garnishes, 
lot desserts should be served hot, and 
he cold ones, thoroughly chilled. 
When desserts are molded, the mold 
should be first dipped into cold water. 
To hasten the chillinjr the gelatine des- 
sei Is, the mold may be placed in a pan 


•£ rock salt and ice, or in ice water to 
vhich a little salt has been added. 


To unmold, immerse mold to the top 
the dessert in warm, hot water, then 


slightly loosen contents at the edge 
\ith a Knife, turning the mold mean- 
vhile from side to side, then place 
serving dish on top of mold, and in- 
•ert. and carefully remove mold. Care 
nust be taken to place desseit exactly 
n tho center of dish as it cannot easily 
>e moved forward. If a doily is to be 
jsed, place it in exact center before 
unmolding the des&eit. 


FRUIT MERINGUE 


A delightful surprise for the family 
n a hot day will be a combination of 
ke and ice cream. 
Take six egg 


vhites, ono teaspoon vanilla, two 
caspoons vinegar, two cups sifted 
granulated sugar, one pint o£ heavy 
cream 
(whipping cream), 
berries, 


peaches or diced pineapples. 


Use perfectly 
fresh.. large eggs; 


:eparato whites carefully .(Will whip 
>est if kept in cold place.) Add a pinch 
of salt and whip in a large bowl until 
«tiff, then sift in sugar very gradually 
while continuing to whip until 
stiff 


enough to hold its shape; add vanilla 
and sugar. 


It will require about 30 to 40 min- 


utcss altogether. Turn in a buttered 
spring form (one with a removable rim 
is best). 
Eake in a very slow oven; requires 


about one and one-quarter hours. Me- 


ringue must just dry out thoroughly 
and blown very slightly. When done, 
remove from oven, slip sharp 
knife 


around inside rim of pan, remove rim 
and place bottom of form with me- 
ringue shell on cake plate. When cold, 
heap center with sliced peaches or 
strawberries, or pineapple. Cover with 
whipped c.ream when ready to serve 
Shell may be covered with ice cream if 
preferred instead of fruit and whipped 
cream. 


FIG $IEKIXGUE 


Four egg whites, two teaspoons 


lemon juice, one cup cut figs, three- 
fourths of a cup broken pecan nuts, 
three-fourths cup sugar, and a pinch 
of salt. 


Whip egg whites stiff, adding sugar 


gradually. Fold in figs and nuts. Fla- 
vor with lemon juice, add salt. Bake 
in small greased bread pan in a pan of 
hot \\ater. Steam in oven about 35 to 
43 minutes. 


Serve cold with whipped craem. 


POPULAR DESSERT 


Any kind of fruit sponge proves a 


popular dessert, the following, made 
with cherries, particularly so. Heat a 
can of cherries and strain 
off the 


juice. Soak one tablespoon gelatine in 
a little water and add to the hot juice. 
Chill. When it begins to harden, beat 
it and add the whites of two or three 
well-beaten eggs. Pour into a mold 
with alternate layers of cherries. Chill. 
Tuin out and garnish with whipped 
cream to which sugar and vanilla have 
been added.

od of combatting the evils of strong 
drink. 


The voters of the province decided 


against bone-dry 
prohibition as 
a 


means of achieving real temperance. 
The new metl.od is sale of all kinds of 
liquor in government stores 
under 


strict governmental regulations. 


Sponsors'of this plan claim it will 


do away with what they call the "evils 
of prohibition" — bootlegging, several 
kinds of crime, and widespread law 
violation—but that the new 
system, 


just inaugurated, will'not bring back 
those conditions that gave impetus to 
the prohibition movement—the saloon, 
habitual drunkenness, and personal 
poverty because of expenditures for 
liquor. 


YOU NEED A PERMIT 


Liquor is? sold in government stores 


only to those who have obtained per- 
mits, and permits can be revoked for 
any infraction of the strict yet simple 
regulations. So far, the sale of liquor 
in the Ontario province has been quite 
orderly, without any great rush 
to 


buy it. 


The liquor is available to Americans 


temporarily sojourning in Ontario un- 
der practically the same 
regulations 


that Canadians obtain it. 


Here is the whole Ontario liquor sit- 


uation as it concerns the thirsty Amer- 
ican tourist, who has just crossed the 
border: 


In order to get r. permit, an Ameri- 


can must "establish a residence." This 
residence may be his hotel room, the 
home of a friend or, if he is traveling 
by auto and camping out, his tent. 


The permits, white for Ontario resi- 


dents and pink for Americans, cost S2. 
and" the kind the tourist gets — the 
temporary ones—are good for 30 days. 


LIMIT ON PURCHASES 


Armed with his permit, the tourist 


goes to a government liquor store. 


Everything from beer to ale, through 


wines and champagnes up to whiskies 
and liquors, may be bought. The max- 
imum purchase at one time is a case 
of beer and a case of "hard liquor"— 
the latter either all of one kind or of

To date the government has cstab- 


ished six stores in Toronto, two in 
iamilton, two in Windsor, two in Lon- 
ion, two in Ottawa, and one each in 
Kingston. Brockville, Kitchener and 
Tort William.

der have been tightened considerably 
since the new lav.- went into effect.

vith the utmost care, and the tourist 
vho thinks he can slip a bottle into 
iis suitcase and take it home is liable 
to be sadly disappointed.

When a tourist 
makes a purchase he signs his order, 
and this signature is compared with 
iis signature on his permit. 


DRUNKARDS CAN'T BUY 


Possession of liquor without a per 


mit is just as punishable as buying li- 
quor without a permit, and is dealt 
with severely. 
Permits may be can 


celled/ if the holder gets drunk or if 
ic tries to transfer his permit to an 
other person. 


In buying a case of 12 bottles of li- 


"luor, the tourist should remember to 
state whether he wants pint or quart 
bottles. 
Twelve bottles constitute a 


case, whether they are quarts or pints. 


That, then, is the situation that 


meets the thirsty tourist. 


It is easy to get liquor. The supply 


s ample, there is a range of stock

Operations of Spies Generally 


Conceded Crime Lies in Be- 
ing Caught

Washington—One of the most fas- 
inating factors of International re- 
ations is the spy system. 


The giveaway on the great net- 


vork of espionage maintained by the 
lations of the 'world always comes 
vhen a spy is caught redhanded. Or 
linarily it works very quietly and 
hen. every year or two. evidence of 
ts operations comes to light and one 
s immediately met with the informed 
omment—often defensive — that all 
governments employ spies to gather 
unitary and other secrets from other 
onntrles. 
The latest instance of this followed 
he British howl of virtuous indigna- 
ion against Russian espionage. 
The 


British presumably found much less 
han they expected to find in the Ar- 
•os raid, and the assumption also is 
hat they would have found more had 
hey suddenly raided the flabbergasted 
imbassy of one or more of the other 
great powers. 


At any rate. Lloyd George, 
who 


cnows a great deal about the British 
;overnment as well as about other 
European governments, was only one 
of several who pointed out publicly 
.hat all governments spied upon each 
other and stole each 
other's docu 


ments. 


There is no indication that our .own 


government can lay claim to any 
Mous freedom from such tactics.

punk deep into their heads are setting 
the pace of a law idealism that is 
drawing other millions after them, you 
wonder

le?.s-n that at bottom of this condition 
is religion: the whole economic nerve 
is exposed in a helpless condition of 
decay and degradation and that here as 
in" no other place in the world is dem- 
onstrated how deeply spiritual after 
all .economic laws are. It is Hinduism 
that keeps the populace in subjection 
in xvhlch veneration for the animal 
kingdom majors with the caste system 
that reduces work, with the liability 
of degraded women and child widows 
plus the continual warfare between 
Mohammedans and Hindus, war al 
ways being an economic waste. 


The latest figures show that there 


are CSO.000,000 horned cattle In In- 
dia 75 for every 100 population and 
90 per cent of these are an economic 
loss. 
There are 
146.000.0PO bovine 


cattle 61 heads for every 100 people. 
Cows in India only average 600 pounds 
of milk while our cows run to 10.000 
pounds a year and more. It has been 
ascertained that it takes $550.000.000 
to just keep the cattle and ox-cr a 
billion dollars for all the horned ani- 
ntals. oxen, water buffalos etc. This 
sum is larger than the budget of the 
Indian empire and all largely a loss.

And why?

With the race about 
one-third over, considerably better 
than 300 homers have already been 
made by the various sluggers. 


Thst there are certain definite rea- 


sons for such a condition is made cer- 
tain by a perusal of the major league 
batting averages. 


Delving back in the records over a 


period of 10 years. I find some very in- 
teresting data on the home'run ques- 
tion. 


During the season of 1918. the Na- 


tional League made 13$ home runs, 
•while the American League totaled 
only 97. Last season, the New York 
Yankees alone made 121 home runs, 
more than the entire circuit 10 years 
ago. A wartime ball of inferior grade 
tvas used during the ^918 campaign. 


The dizziest home "un height was 


reached In 1925, when the National 
registered 631 to, 533 in ' 'ie American, 
the amazing total of 11G7 
for the two 


circuits. 


That year tended to makt: the home 


run a sort of a joke and in various 
ways it was curtailed last season to 
the extent of a drop of about 300. This 
year it appears to be on the increase 
again. 


There is something in common be- 


tween pennants and home runs. This 


was proved last season, as the two 


champion led their respective leagues 
in that respect. St. Louis in the Na- 
tional with $0. New York in the Amer- 
ican with 121. 


I have been asked by many fans via 


the mail route, air, special delivery 
and regular, to express my opinion on 
the subject. The most discussed fea- 
ture is whether the modern batters are 
better than the old-timers or the pres- 
ent-day Singers less efficient. 


Here are a few o* the reasons as I 


sec them for the -home run epidemic 


prevailing! 


The ball in use is much livelier than 


the one of 10 or 20 years back. 


Far more new balls are used, mak- 


in? for greater distance to the batting 
and l*ss efficiency for Vr.» pitching. 


Smaller ball parks as to playing ter- 


ritory prevail throughout the major 
league circuits, some of which make 
the'art of swatting home runs snore or 
less of a joke. 


Not greater batters but less effl 


ci*nt pitching. «Jue to the lively ba 
the ut* ol so many new baHs. the elim- 
ination ol trick deliveries and much 
smaller parks. 


Sooner or later baseball will corn* to

It 
arranged a treaty concerning the use 
ot submarines and poison gases; it 
defined principles and policies in mat 
ters concerning China, including Chi- 
nese customs tariffs; it elaborated the 
Shantung Treaty between China and 
Japan, whefreby the province of Con- 
fucius was restored to Chinese sover- 
eignty; and finally, and in the opin 
ion of many foreign statesmen, most 
important of all, it got rid of the An 
glo-Japanese Alliance and substituted 
therefore a four power treaty between 
the United tSates, the British Empire, 
France and Japan, which based upon 
their insular possessions and domin 
ions in the Pacific Ocean, is really an 
instrument 
for the maintenance of 


peace in the Pacific. 


Although the United States, Great 


Britain and Japan, are practically in 
accord concerning the 
method of 


limiting navies, their position on this 
question is at variance with that of 
France and Italy, .who declined 
the 


American invitation to participate in 
the parley-but who were later request- 
ed to send observers provided they 
could not agree to full-fledged partici- 
pation. 


FIX DEFINITE TYPES 


As was revealed during the sessions 


ot the league of nations commission 
which has been preparing the agenda 
for a general disarmament conference, 
the "big 3" naval powers believe^that 
the total naval tonnage of any one 
power should be distributed definitely 
at the time of signing the treaty into 
categories, or types, of warships, as, 
for example, so much 
tonnage for 


cruisers, so much for destroyers and 
so much for submarines. 


But France and Italy disclosed them- 


selves as tenacious advocates of the 
so-called "total tonnage" system. That 
is to say, they want freedom to appor- 
tion their total tonnage to the types 
of warships they deem best suited to 
the protection of their national inde- 
pendence and the safeguarding of their 
security. At the final meetings of the 
League's 
preparatory 
commission 


France made what she termed a com- 
promise proposal framed with a pur- 
pose of conciliation, but which British 
and American experts declared to be 
'unsatisfactory'- The proposal was thai 
France would disclose the agregate 
tonnage she expected to build in a par- 
ticular type of warship but that this 
distribution of her total tonnage could 
be modified provided one year's notice 
was ^iven of an intended departure 
from the treaty-fixed allocation.

I find it pays to go to bed when I 


have a cold, so the other day when I 
was stretched out trying to keep 
from coughing. I sought distraction 
by thinking of former associates back 
in. Applcton. and others who use:', to 
156 in Applet on but have now lound 
the answer to that age-Ions gre.i'e:-t 
human question: "If a man die. shall 
he live again?" 
For you may as 


•well know that it is the original 
friends "back home" that an Apple- 
toman thinks about at such tunes. 
rather than the flimsy acquaintances 
picked up in any land of subsequent 
adoption. A day or two previously 
I had read in The Post-Crescent 01 
the death of Mrs. Pauline Schlosser, 
and my thoughts turned to her hus- 
band, the late John Schlosser. whore 
I knew from my youth up and al- 
tvays found a most interesting man. 


"When, I first knew him he was 


proprietor of a barber shop. 
Once 


•when I was in his shop, perhaps for 
my first shave, he favorci me with 
a. dissertation upon the subject oi 
razors, their moods and lancies, for 
a razor is as temperamental as a 
movie queen, all sweet reasonable- 
ness some mornings, and alack on 
other mornings a shining example 
of perverse contrariness. 
Ke ex- 


plained why in honing a razor the 
motion, on the stone should be to- 
ward the edge of the razor instead 
of away from it. and finally in sum- 
ming everything up. and as a con- 
vincing reason for humoring a razor'- 
eccentricities, he said: "The razor 
is the sharpest tool on earth!" Of 
course in genera! I had known tiie 
truth of this statement, but when 
John Schoisser put it in that aph- 
oristic way, it made one of those 
impressions one never forgets. 
In 


my mind's eye at this instant, J see 
just how his face looked as he said 
it. His -words, so long ago, apper- 
tained to the old-fashioned razor, but 
not'infrequently I seem to notice in- 
herited traits in the new generation 
of "safety" blades. On another oc- 
casion in the barber shop John Sch- 
losser remarked to me anent a cus- 
tomer with a bad case of 
dandruff 


•who had just left the shop: "Ke 
should* use more bay rum." 


Nowadays there are a hundred 


remedies designed to control dand- 
ruff, and the recommendations of 
barbers are as many and various as 
the barbers themselves, but bay rum 
still remains as effective as any of 
the fancier preparations. 


It was perhaps an evidence of the 


artistic temperament which I bat:ev<i 
he possessed, that always after a 
time John Schlosser became dissat- 
isfied with his vocation. Once a bar- 
ber always a barber, was not for him. 
So he left the barber shop and went 
into the hardware business, his store. 
one of the principal ones of its kind 
in town, being located at the west- 
ern side of what is now the ~>Vool- 
•worth store. The hardware, business, 
•with its multitudinous stock items, 
is reputed to be more difficult to 
jcam than the cruc business, aac! it 
is rood evidence of John Schlosscr's 
courage and determination that he 
was willing to adventure it fro.n the 
door of a barber shop. After he ex- 
hausted interest in the hardware bus- 
iness, ho entered the wood acci coal 1 
business in, partnership with th» la:* ' 
E. X. Johnson. 


Like others of artistic tempera- 


ment, John Schlosser had as mar.y 
moods and far.ci's as the tools of 
his early trade. 
One p'^ce where 


this v.as •vldcnced was at the bus- 
iness ac-n's club, where among other 


doings, members played skat for ten 
cents a hundred points. With «uch 
a stake, winnings or losings at a sit- 
ting rarely exceeded half a do'lar, 
yet if luck was coming his way John 
Schlosser would be blithe, debonair 
and pay. eyes flashing merrily and 
little snatches of sons coming from 
his lips. 
But if Lady Luck were 


looking the other way. he would be 
sunk in dejection, his bored eyes 
scanning the ceiling, funereal sichs 
rising from his chest, and his feet 
beneath the table shuffling in anx- 
ious desire to bear him away from 
the game. 
Another indication of 


his artistic nature was his grace ot 
movement especially with his hands. 
I never saw anyone shuffle and 
deal cards with such consummate 
ease, accuracy and—yes. I must use 
that word again, "grace." 
That is 


the only term that expresses 
it. 


When he was "sitting out" at skat, 
one of his favorite tricks was to 
take two stacks of chips, of different 
colors, say white and red, each stack 
three or four inches high, place them 
in contact side by side, put one 
hand down over them, and then 
raise the. hand, revealing a single 
stack twice as high, of alternate white 
and red chips. This would be done 
"without looking," and with no ap- 
parent effort, while gazing into a 
neighbor's card-hand. 
Anyone who 


thinks this trick is easy is advised 
to try it. 
It requires the utmost 


delicacy of touch and dex'enty of 
fingers. John Schlosser was a fairly 
good billiard player, not a wo.iderful 
one, but he played billiards cs he did 
cards, either brilliantly or like a dub. 
depending on his feelings or how the 
luck broke. When things were fav- 
orable he dashed gayly about the 
table, making his shots with scarcely 
an instant's deliberation, the balls 
apparently of their own volition, fcih- 
mg into easy "positions." I do not 
go so far as to say that the artistic 
temperament is especially desirable, 
or is an easy one to live with through 
fair and foul weather, but when 
things are coming its way. it gets 
more joy out of life in an hour or a 
cay than the plodders and dullards 
do in a lifetime, and contributes pro- 
portionately to the joy of others. 


John Schlosser was a great lover 


of meat—particularly beefsteak. 
I 


remember his telling me that when 
he went to the World's Fair in Chica- 
go in 1S93, and was quartered at the 
Inside Inn, he ate but two meals a 
day, breakfast and a second meal 
near evening. And his breakfast Jn- 
variably consisted exclusively of one 
of.those old-fashioned Chicago beef- 
steaks, purchasable in the gay '90"s 
at good restaurants for $1.50. 


Such a steak used to cover the 


whole top of a large platter, thick 
but not too thick, tender as 3'oung 
love, its edges fragrantly s'-orched 
from the charcoal, and the whole 


swimming In golden melted Sutler. 
Do they serve such steak* anywhere 
any more, I wonder? Thl» was John 
Schlosser's breakfast, no potatoes, no 
bread, no cereal, no frulU "no noth- 
ing" but that glorious steak. .Oh 
ye*, coffee! 
And when the repast 


was over the only things le't for the 
cat would be a bone and a hink ot 
sinew! Can you .think of a better 
breakfast to support a man till night 
against the stupendous physical ex- 
ertion of a day's Journeylngs at the 
World's Fair? And yet in present de- 
generate days the spinach worship- 
per* would have us believe that meat 
is poison, and that we take our lives 
in our hands when we eat it! If you 
are familiar with that classic narra- 
tive R. H. Dana's "Two.Years Be- 
fore the Mast." you may recall wha< 
the author says about what he and 
his mates lived on in California al- 
most a hundred years ago (please note 
too in the coming quotation that at 
that time Eastern tourists hadn't 
brought colds to' the Pacific soast), 
when for many months they carried 
bullock hides on their heads from a. 
mile or two-in the interior to the 
ocean at what is now called Laguna. 
fifty miles south of Ix>s Angeles, 
pitching the hides over the cHS to 
the sands below, loading them ia the 
ship's boat, rowing them out to the 
vessel, and then—listen: 


"—twenty or thirty men down in 


a close hold, where we were obliged 
to sit down and slide about, passing 
hides and rowsing about the great 
sleeves, tackles and dogs, singing out 
at the falls and seeing the ship fill 
up every day. The work was as 
hard as it could well be. There was 
not a moment's cessation from Mon- 
day morning till Saturday night, 
when we were generally beaten out. 
and glad to have a full night's rest, 
a wash and shift of clothes and a 
quiet Sunday. 


"During all this time.—which would 


have startled Dr. Graham, (evidently 
the hard-working '30's had their 
spinach-worshippers, too. E. P. H.). 
we lived upon almost nothing but 
fresh beef: fried beefsteaks, threa 
times a day,—morning, noon and 
night. At morning and night we had 
a quart of tea to each man: and an 
allowance of about a pound of hard 
bread a day; but our chief irticle of 
food was the beef. A me*s, consist- 
ing of six merir-had a large wooden 
kid piled up with beefsteaks, cut 
thick, and fried in fat. with the 
grease poured over them. Round this 
we sat. attacking it with our jack- 
knives and with the appetite of 
youns Hons, and sent back an empty 
kid to the galley. This was done 
three times a day.' How many, pounds 
each man ate in a day, I will not 
attempt to compute. 
A whole bul- 


lock (we ate liver and all), lasted us 
but four days. ' Such devouring- of 
flesh, I will venture to say, was sel- 
dom known before. What one man 
ate in a day. over a hearty man's 
allowance, would make a Russian's 
heart leap into his mouth. 
Indeed, 


during all the time we were tipon 
the coast, our principal food ^was 
fresh beef, and every man had per- 
fect health (note that, ye spinachers. 
E. P. H.); but this was a time of 
special devouring: and what we should 
have done without meat, I'. cannot
